44 Die When AF Transport 
Hits Mountain In Korea 


SEOUL, uf)—An Air Force tran s­ 
port plane plowed into a Korean 
mountain yesterday killing 44 per­ 
sons, including 37 soldiers and the 
rlan e’s crew’ of seven. The soldiers 
were being returned to the Korea 
after short rest leaves in Japan. 
No one aboard the Cl 19 Flying 
Boxcar 
escaped 
death,

Force spokesm an said. 
It was the first crash of a tran s­ 
port flying soldiers back from rec­ 
reation leaves, the spokesman said, 
“ and to my knowledge, it is the 
worst transport disaster in this 
theater since the w’ar began.’’

FARMERS' CORN 
CROP LARGEST 
IN 27 Y E ARS 


HARRISBURG 
—Pennsylvania 
farmers have harvested their big­ 
gest crop of corn in 27 years, the 
State Agriculture Department re­ 
ported today. 
A federal-state crop survey said 
that as of Nov. I the 1952 corn 
crop was 66.689,(HK) bushels. The 
average yield of 49 bushels of 
shelled corn per acre was just 
half a bushel under the all-time 
state record set in 1925 when the 
crop totaled 67,072.000 bushels, 
This year’s yield, the 
survey 
showed, was three bushels higher 
than 1951 and more than six bush­ 
els above the 1941-50 average. 
While the corn crop picture was 
bright, commercial apple growers 
were looking back on their poorest 
year since 1948. 
Loa* In Apple* 
Nov. I apple estimates are for a 
commercial crop of only 4.914.000 
bushels, a decline of 546,000 bush­ 
els from the Oct. I estimate. 
The pear crop is estimated at 
186.000 bushels, a drop of 14.000 
from the Oct.

grape estimate, however, was ad­ 
vanced by 1.400 tons to a total of 
17,200 tons, only 200 short of the 
1951 crop.

YEAR-ROUND FOOD FOR BIRDS 
How 
m ay 
we 
l^tve 
restored 
birdlife to help farm ers, orchard­ 
ists and gardeners control destruc­ 
tive insects and yet prevent these 
needed allies from ravaging fruits 
and vegetables? This question is 
far m ore vital to our agricultural 
w elfare than it appears at first 
glance. Its im portance rests on two 
closely related facts: F irst, m an 
cannot hope to win the w ar against 
predacious 
insects 
by chem icals 
alone; he m ust have the help of 
friendly birds; second, birds m ust 
have and are rightfully entitled to 
food in partial paym ent for the 
services they render. 
One of the most impressive dem ­ 
onstrations of how to solve this 
enigm a w as seen by the editor 
several years ago. A farm er had 
planted a sm all orchard of cher­ 
ries. When the trees com e into 
bearing birds of a half dozen spe­ 
cies or m ore took charge of the 
situation 
and 
alm ost 
destroyed 
every 
annual 
crop. 
On 
another 
farm a few m iles away the sec­ 
ond farm er planted a cherry or­ 
chard about the sam e tim e and 
when his trees began to bear the 
losses by bird attacks w ere negli­ 
gible. Explanation of the difference 
was found in the fact that the 
second farm er had several wild 
m ulberry trees growing along a 
small 
stream 
about 
300 
yards 
from his orchard. The birds alm ost 
unanim ously preferred 
the tasty 
m ulberries to the cherries.

Regardless of which political party 
is in power in our national govern­
